(■ What's Behind Coer us Turmoil? 

( ember 10.1959. in St. Nicholas Arena, ft ). .k. newly elected leader thd America 
Communist Party Gus Hall emphasized the growing Communist move to regiment the youth o 
American campuses In his keynote speech before the 17th National Convention of the party, h 
said that, among today’s youth there are “growing signs of rebellion...To a growing extent, yout 
are becoming active in the peace movement today." 

The "Peace Movement" to Gus Hall means, of course, the worldwide conquest of Communisr 
over Capitalism. 


Students Used By Conspiracy 

Federal Bureau of Investigation director J. Edgar Hoover as recently as January 28 of this yea 
phrased this "peace movement" differently. American college students, he said, are being tut 
jected to "a bewildering and dangerous conspiracy perhaps unlike any social challenge ever b< 
fore encountered by our youth." 

Hoover warned that the Communist party and other subversive groups are jubilant over "thes 
new rebellious activities" which result in "a turbulence built on unrestrained individualisrr 
repulsive dress and speech, outright obscenity, disdain for moral and spiritual values, and dii 
respect for law and order." 


Known Communists Lead Disturbances 

Among the delegates to the 1959 party convention was young Douglas Wachter from Californi 
who. a few months later, in May. 1960. was a participant in the Communist-directed San Francisc 
student rioting in protest against the House Committee on Un American Activities Wachter. o 
Communist parentage, was also active in the Vietnam Day Committee protest disorders a 
Berkeley last year, along with other known Communists such as Albert J. ("Mickie") Lima, Hose 
Procter, Bettina Aptheker, Aubrey Grossman, Carl Bioice and others. 

Mickie Lima is chairman of the Northern division of the Communist Party of California. Earl; 
in 1960. he sent emissaries to Santa Rosa Junior College, San Francisco State College, San Jos* 
State College, and the University at Berkeley for the purpose of coordinating the student organ! 
zations and also as much faculty support as could be mustered, for the coming demonstrations. 

San Francisco Student Riot 

The First of these major demonstrations was the anti-HCUA riot In San Francisco. The F.B.J 
which had penetrated deep into the top command of the party, reported that the plan was first t 
wage an intensive and prolonged propaganda campaign to make certain that large numbers c 
non-Communists, already conditioned against the HCUA, would be present at the hearings, an* 
then to provoke a carefully planned series of incidents that would turn the spectators into an er 
raged mob Key Communists were to act openly - Saul (Sol) Wachter (father of young Douglas 
Archie Brown, Merle Brodsky, and Bertram Edises. Others were to operate inconspicuously 
nudging, exhorting, prodding and otherwise inciting the crowd to violence. 

The success (from a Communist viewpoint) of the San Francisco riot is now history. 

Berkeley Disorders 

The next major Communist offensive at Berkeley was the "filthy speech" movement, which cu 
minated in the arrest of almost 800 limp and uncooperative demonstrators at Sproul Hall on De< 
2.1964 Among the arrested were Margaret Lima (daughter of Mickie), Bettina Aptheker (daughte 
of Communist party theoretician Herbert). Matthew Hallman, executive committee, Berkele 
DuBois Club, and others whose surnames have long been familiar to government committees i 
vestigating subversive activities. 

At the next and most recent major Berkeley campus disturbance, the Vietnam protest mov< 
ment, the same pattern was repeated Once again the direction and leadership was provided b 
known Communists. In numbers it is doubtful that actual Communist participation exceeded on 
or two percent; the remaining 98 or 99 percent were students who thought they were mere) 
on some manner of "kick." Doubtless, many of them thought they had real grievances and wer 
out to "air" them - boisterously, yes, but not necessarily with malice toward their country. 

Names Tainted 

But for them, unfortunately, their names are now recorded for all of posterity to read, in tt 
records of the California Senate Factfinding Committee on Un-American Activities, and other go 
emmental agencies. They can never erase the record of having behaved disgracefully, and in i 
doing aided and abetted the enemies of their country. They can only hope to vindicate themselve 
somehow. In the future course of their lives. Until such time, or as long as the terror of Communis 
remains a threat to free people anywhere, their names are tainted. 

Alert parents with sons or daughters in college can do no less than to impress on their childrc 
the importance of understanding why they are there: to acquire an education - not to engage 
"political" activities which may bring shame and dishonor forever upon the family name.

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THE GLOR' THAI WAS WATTS 

This writer saw the Watts riots 
and was there during the five long 
days and murderous nights of shoot¬ 
ing, killing, looting and burning. The 
final tally went something like this: 

KILLED: 37 , Including 2 white 
peace officers, 1 white fireman, 28 
Negro civilians, 4 other civilians. 

INJURED: 395, including 93 peace 
officers, 45 firemen, 19 National 
Guardsmen, 747 civilians. 

ARRESTED: 4,070, most of them 
adults. 

BUILDINGS BURNED: 787 dam¬ 
aged; 209 demolished. 

PROPERTY DAMAGES: Fire 
damage alone estimated at more than 
$50,000,000. Looting and vandalism 
added many additional millions. 

POLICE AND NATIONAL GUARD 
COSTS; Estimated at half-a-milllon 
per day. 

To appreciate the unmitigated 
triumph which Communist strate¬ 
gists attributed to this "glorious" 
achievement, compare Watts with 
the most serious race Hots of pre- 
rious years. All seven of the 1964 
riots produced only 6 dead and 952 
injured. Estimates of total damage 
ran to 8. 5 million. During the fa¬ 
mous 1943 Hots in Detroit, 34 died, 
700 were injured. The 1921 Hots In 
Tulsa left 30 dead and several hun¬ 
dred Injured. The 1919 Hots in 
Chicago resulted in 38 killed, 537 
injured. None of these came any¬ 
where close to the dollar cost of the 
Watts riot. 


With a ringing cry of triumph, 
Communist leader Herbert Aptheker 
brought the First Annual Conference 
of Socialist Scholars to a roaring 
conclusion. The meeting was held 
September 11-12, 1965, on the cam¬ 
pus of Columbia University In New 
York City. 

In the shadows of the same stale¬ 
ly towers where Whittaker Cham¬ 
bers, Elizabeth Bentley and whole 
cadres of Columbia's students had 
been enrolled in the Communist con¬ 
spiracy a generation before, there 
now convened on Columbia's campus 
the more recent vintage of America's 
conspiratorial enemy. 

But avowed Communists were not 
the only ones present. They were 
flanked by a whole conglomerate of 
strangely assorted intellectuals who 
consider themselves part of the 
"Radical Socialist" entourage. 
Principal speakers included Pro¬ 
fessor Eugene D. Genovese of Rut¬ 
gers University who said he would 
welcome a Communist victory in 
Viet Nam. There was Professor 
St aught on Lynd of Yale who was re¬ 
cently arrested in Washington, D.C., 
while crashing a police barricade 
to protest the war in Viet Nam. 
Another speaker was Conor O'Brien, 
former United Nations envoy to the 
Congo, the same Conor O'Brien who 
is said to have triggered the notori¬ 
ous bloodbath against the people of 
Katanga in 1961. He spent his speak¬ 
ingtime haranguing the United States 
for its "suppression of freedom." 
And then there were the purveyors 
of violence like Sylvester Leaks, 
devoted follower of the assassinated 
Malcolm X, who said American 
Negroes should "go to war now" and 
that their battle cry should be "Burn, 
Baby, Bum!" 

Such was the mood and general 
makeup of the First Annual Con¬ 
ference of Socialist Scholars as they 
came to enjoy the hospitality of 
Columbia University and cheer Com¬ 
munist Herbert Aptheker as he rose 
to deliver his supreme insult to 
peaceful America; 4f Watts was 
gloriousl" 


RACE RIOTS PASS THROUGH 
THREE STAGES 

As with most race Hots In which 
the Communists have a hand, the 
Watts Hot passed through three 
stages. First, an ’Incident/ 1 in 
which the police w ere attacked while 
performing their legitimate duty. 
After three hours of complete quiet 
the second stage was launched. Al¬ 
most as though on signal, violence 





suddenly Hared across a 20-square* 
mile area. Before long, the pres¬ 
ence of rioters with sound trucks , 
walkie-talkies and quantities of 
Molotov cocktails led the belea¬ 
guered police to comment, 'This 
thing was organized In advance*" 
During the second stage the cry was 
"Get Whitey," and while mobs of 
several thousand roamed the streets 
looking for white skins the vast ma¬ 
jority of the Negro population re¬ 
treated to their homes in terrified 
bewilderment. And well they might, 
for the third stage of this riot turned 
loose the full brunt of the mob's fury 
on the Negroes themselves. Nearly 
50 square miles of mob-controlled 
territory had to be blocked off by po¬ 
lice and National Guardsmen. 

Along the fringe, newsmen got 
some idea of what was going on deep¬ 
er inside. Negro women were seen 
being hauled from their cars by Ne¬ 
gro mobsters and on several occa¬ 
sions white citizens were seen res¬ 
cuing Negro women from the assaults 
of the mob, 

COMMUNISTS ADMIT SPENDING 
TWO YEARS TO FOMENT 
WATTS RIOT 

When Mayor Samuel W, Yorty 
promptly pinned part of the blame 
for this deadly and destructive in¬ 
surrection on Communist leadership 
there was a loud cry of protest from 
the liberals and left-wing establish¬ 
ment clear across the nation. The 
Mayor's charges erf Communist in¬ 
volvement were equated with "Mc¬ 
Carthy ism" and "irresponsible 
rightest extremism. *' 

But the Communist leaders 
thought Watts was too "glorious" to 
keep it secret for long. On October 
7, 1965, the Los Angeles Herald 
Examiner reported a press confer¬ 
ence with Michael Laski, member 
of the national Central Committee of 
the Communist Party, in which he 
boasted that his group had spent the 
last two years "toward agitation of 
the uprising" in Watts. 

And that wasn't all. Mr. Laski 
said tiiat his gr< up had focussed its 


efforts primarily in a concentrated 
attack on the police. Their tactic 
was to continually circulate inflam¬ 
matory hale literature against the 
police charging police brutality. 

Thus there finally came into full 
view the open declaration of war by 
the Communist Party against the 
police. As with all wars, the sub¬ 
versive aspect had been in operation 
for many years, but now it became 
apparent that the battle would be 
fought in the open*defiantly, boast¬ 
fully, brutally. 

HOW THE CLIMATE WAS 

SWEETENED FOR OVERT 
COMMUNIST ACTIVITY 

Over a period of years, the po¬ 
lice had been seeing symptoms indi¬ 
cating a resurgence of Communism. 
They noted that as the McCarran and 
Smith internal security laws were 
whittled down to mere shadows by a 
long series erf Supreme Court de¬ 
cisions, the Communist leadership 
seemed to take heart. They began 
to prepare for a plunge into the open 
In a desperate attempt to capture 
some of the ground they had lost 
years ago when Americans learned 
about the extensive and disastrous 
subversion committed by Commu¬ 
nists during World War n. Con¬ 
gressional Committees also were 
able to prove Uiai the Communist 
Party was a desclplined agent of the 
Soviet Union and an integral part erf 
the Soviet war machine. It was 
demonstrated that the purpose of the 
Communist Party is to spreadpoi- 
soncxis hate, labor strife, class 
conflict and racial turmoil in order 
to foment internal tensions and nulli¬ 
fy America's external resistance to 
Communist conquests in Europe, 
Asia and Latin America. 

But the lessons of history are 
erased with the passing of time so 
that by 1960 Gus Hall felt that 
America had softened sufficiently 
to permit a new thrust of direct, 
overt Communist action. Moscow 
ordered an invasion of college cam¬ 
puses as part of this thrust in order 
io create a climate of tolerance for 








Communist organizations among the 
youth. Police officials were amazed 
to see Communist speakers getting 
on campuses when college adminis¬ 
trators were beguiled and bewildered 
by the hackneyed cry for "academic 
freedom." At the eery moment 
when American admirals, generals 
and congressmen were being kept off 
campuses because they were too 
"controversial,” hard core Commu¬ 
nist propagandists were allowed to 
practice their highly refined art of 
deceit on thousands of students 
across the continent: 

The Communists were jubilant. 
Gus Hall thenflooded his press out¬ 
lets with announcements that the 
Communists and all loyal fellow 
travelers must seize militant control 
of the Civil Rights Movement and 
eliminate all "Uncle Toms" or other 
Negroes who advocated a gradual, 
peaceful transition for Negroes, 
within their own circles Communist 
leaders boasted that before America 
even knew what was happening, rev¬ 
olution would erupt on the campuses 
and in the streets of major cities. 

WHY THE WAR ON U.S. POLICE 

BECAME VITAL COMMUNIST 
STRATEGY 

But from the beginning the Com¬ 
munists have known that in order to 
get a revolution ignited there must 
be violent mobs so overwhelmingly 
large that policepower is smothered 
or else the police must be so para¬ 
lyzed and discredited that smaller 
mob actions can succeed. The Com¬ 
munist war against the police was 
therefore launched on two fronts: 
one to create a potential for massive 
mob violence which would smother 
the police and another to set up ma¬ 
chinery to paralyze the police. 

On the first front, the coming 
campaign to foment massive mob 
action was clearly exposed in 1961 
when investigators discovered that 
the Communist Party was distribu¬ 
ting manuals to its trained riot- 
makers describing the various ways 
to lead a mob so that it could over¬ 
whelm or circumvent any kind of 


police action. (See "Scientific Mon¬ 
ocracy - A New Communist Tech¬ 
nique^' LAW AND ORDER, May, 

On the second front, the cam¬ 
paign to discredit and paralyze the 
police was fired through a double- 
barreled shotgun. Through one 
barrel the Communists and their 
loyal followers fired a blast of hate 
propaganda against the police min¬ 
gled with wild charges of police 
brutality. Through the other barrel 
they fired a passionate plea for 
civilian police review boards as the 
only way to protect the public from 
the "brutal police profession." 

WHY THE DEMAND FOR CIVILIAN 
REVIEW BOARDS CAUGHT ON 

The hate campaign against the 
police was a natural for Communist 
and left-wing propaganda purposes. 
Because the police are the authori¬ 
tative symbol of law and order the 
American public is extremely sensi¬ 
tive to the slightest hint that they 
may be abusing their power. This 
is a healthy situation so long as the 
public Is getting the true facts, but 
what happens when the people are fed 
a continuous and heavy propagan d a 
diet of deliberate lies? Unfortunate¬ 
ly, experience has proven that they 
are just as damaging on a temporary 
basis as though they were true. 

Not only Is public confidence 
shaken in the police by the poisonous 
hate campaign and the deliberate 
lies, but there is also the occasional 
Incident when some police officer 
actually does use bad judgment. 
Whenever this happens the Commu¬ 
nist-left-wing coalition snatches It 
up and joyfully proceeds to paint a 
glossly exaggerated version of the 
Incident and present it to the public 
as being typical of all police. This 
is offered as proof positive that a 
band of uniformed blackguards are 
brutalizingthewhole community and 
the only way to protect the public 
from their sadistic savagery Is to 
immediately set up a civilian police 
review board. 

In such an emotionally-charged 
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atmosphere it is easy for profes¬ 
sional politicians to suddenly decide 
that here is a wonderful campaign 
issue which could be made highly 
popular. They therefore seize upon 
the idea of a civilian review board 
and start blowing the Communist 
trumpet louder than the Communists 
themselves. This happened in the 
New York City mayoralty campaign 
during 1965. Even in the primaries, 
every single candidate came out for 
a civilian review board except one, 
William Buckley. 

Of course, the whole basis for the 
argument that civilian review boards 
should be set up is the rather fan¬ 
tastic illusion that (1) there is wide¬ 
spread police brutality, and (2) a 
civilian review board is the only way 
the people can protect themselves 
from police brutality. 

They keep missing the point when 
thesewild charges are carefully in¬ 
vestigated by the FBI or other re¬ 
sponsible agencies they do, with very 
rare exceptions, turn out to be de¬ 
liberate fabrications. 

They also overlook the fact that 
every incorporated community and 
every county government in the 
United States already has elaborate 
machinery available - both admin¬ 
istrative and judicial - to deal with 
any instances of abusive or illegal 
police activity. 

The illusionary ignorance on the 
part of the public concerning this 
problem was vividly apparent during 
a recent debate. 

A DEBATE ON CIVILIAN REVIEW 
BOARDS 

During July, 1965, one of the 
candidates for mayor of New York 
City asked this writer to debate him 
on civilian review boards. He took 
the position that a civilian review 
board was desperately needed in 
New York City. He made three 
points. He contended that if a citizen 
is the victim of police brutality he 
ought to have some place to go with 
his complaint. I agreed. Further¬ 
more. he believed that there should 


be some established procedure to 
assure that any police officer eullty 
of police brutality is approprlately 
punished. I agreed with that also. 
Finally, he said it has always been 
part of the American tradition to 
keep the police under civilian con¬ 
trol and therefore he could see do 
reason why anyone in his right senses 
would object to the creation of a 
civilian police review board in New 
York City. 

To further emphasize the urgency 
for such a board, the candidate had 
brought with him several ministers 
all of whom joined the candidate in 
reciting some heart-rendering ac¬ 
counts of police brutality. Their 
arguments were so logical, so sim¬ 
ple. Why should anyone hesitate? 

My reply to these arguments was 
likewise simple. I asked the gentle¬ 
men if any of them had taken the 
trouble to report these scandalous 
incidents to the professional police 
review board which New York al¬ 
ready had in operation. They re¬ 
luctantly admitted they had not. In 
fact, it appeared they didn't even 
know such a board existed. Then I 
asked them if they had been to the 
Police Commissioner, the Mayor, 
the City Council, the City Attorney, 
the District Attorney, the Grand 
Jury, theU.S. Attorney or the FBI - 
all of whom, under existing laws, 
have remedial jurisdiction in com¬ 
plaints of this kind. They once more 
said they had not. They said they 
were waiting for a civilian review 
board to be set up so they could be 
assured of justice rather than a 
cover-up. 


I then asked them if they had seen 
the report in the New York Times 
where a group of attorneys had re¬ 
cently surveyed the complaints re¬ 
ceived over a period of years by 
New York's professional review 
board and reported that thi6 board 
had not only thoroughly ventilated 
all complaints hroueht to it, but that 
in those cases where officers ap¬ 
peared to be guilty of misconduct 
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severe punishment had been meted 
out* The candidate and his friends 
had not noticed this news Item, I 
then asked them if they were aware 
that J, Edgar Hoover had warned 
against civilian review boards be¬ 
cause in those cities where they had 
been tried the police were profes¬ 
sionally intimidated and during 
times of riots, literally paralyzed. 
Once again, this warning had es¬ 
caped their attention. 

At this point the moderator of the 
program took over the discussion to 
express amazement that candidates 
for public office would come out in 
favor of civilian police review boards 
when they obviously had no idea whai 
they were talking about. The debate 
ended* 

The following night when this 
writer was scheduled to speak at 
Town Hall, a large contingent of 
pickets carrying signs with the insig¬ 
nia of well known Communist fronts 
ext ended the length of one full block. 
It appeared that the debate had made 
its impact* 

WHY THE COMMUNISTS IN¬ 
VENTED THE PROGRAM OF 
CIVILIAN REVIEW BOARDS 

It was during this same visit to 
New York that I spoke at length with 
Dr. Bella Dodd, former member of 
the National Committee of the Com¬ 
munist Party who defected in 1940. 
During this conversation I brought 
up the subject of police review boards 
and she stated that she was appalled 
at the success of the Communist 
Party and its cadre of fellow 
travelers in persuading New York 
politicians to accept the Idea of a 
civilian police review board, I 
asked her how the Idea originated 
and she said it was invented by the 
Communist Party in the lBdO's 
when it was felt that the country was 
ripe for revolution. The idea was 
to somehow get the police out from 
under the control of elected officials 


Party could Infiftrate and cozlroL 
She stated that by this means 
intended to mete out harsh and 
bit rary punishment against the po¬ 
lice until they were intimidated into 
a benumbed, neutralized, Impotent 
and non-functioning agency. 

Beginning with Philadelphia in 
1958 a few cities concluded to ex¬ 
periment with the highly contro¬ 
versial idea of civilian police review 
boards. However, the results were 
soon devastating^ evident. Not 
only did the police find such boards 
to be guilty of biased decisions but 
the Impact on police morale was so 
virulent that It left certain phases of 
police service an empty shell. In 
fact, when the Communist-inspired 
race riots broke out in 1964, it 
seemed significant that they were 
launched in some of these very 
cities. The Federal government 
ordered FBI Agents to investigate 
the riots In connection with national 
security problems and the FBI re¬ 
port should be an adequate warning 
to any city playing around with the 
idea of adopting a civilian review 
board. The FBI report said: 

,f Where there is an outside ci¬ 
vilian review board the restraint of 
the police was so great that ef¬ 
fective action against the rioters 
appeared to be impossible." 

The FBI investigators found that, 
*Tn one city with such an outside 
review board, police action was so 
Ineffective that the police were 
ordered to withdraw.. .limit them¬ 
selves to attempting to prevent the 
riot from spreading. In another 
such city the police frankly admit¬ 
ted the making of arrests was 'un¬ 
feasible* and mob action continued 
without deterrence." 

So the original Communist con¬ 
cept had worked. As Dr. Bella Dodd 
indicated in her conversation, no 
city can do its police a greater dis¬ 
service than subjugate them to the 
intimidating influence of an unpro¬ 
fessional civilian police review 
board.

Although 
most famous for his work with Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, Jr., he actually has 
had a more intimate association with 
Carl and Anne Braden, a pair of iden¬ 
tified Communists, and their propa¬ 
ganda sheet of dubious title, The Sou* 
them Patriot. He is president of the 
Bradens’ civil rights outfit, the Sou¬ 
thern Conference Educational Fund.

occupant of the White House representing the Office of the Presidency i 
of These United States calling for a Rational day of mourning and the 
flying of our flag at half staff; the time had come when concerned and 
Informed citizens, who truly love their county, should s£and up and 
speak out loud and clear to set the record straight." , . 

Mr. Pikes then reported that he had personally contacted Congress¬ 
man 0. C. Fisher earlier that day by phone. Mr. Fisher was asked "how 
the situation In ‘iashlngton was at that time." The reply was that 
"the latest reports were to the effect that the rioting and looting haf 
subsided, but that I can still see smoke billowing In the sky from my 
office window." Pikes then told Congressman Plsher that "I and the 
other people associated with me have followed your voting record care¬ 
fully for the past several years, have read most of your news releases, 
and would like to take this opportunity to commend you for the position 
you have taken and urge you to continue to take these same positions 
In the future." I then informed Mr. Fisher of our meeting planned for 
tonight and the purpose for which it was called stating, "that speak¬ 
ing for myself and the members of the TACT Committee previously polled 
by phone, we are highly Incensed and extremely angry over the procla¬ 
mation ordering a national day of mourning for King and the flying of 
the flag at half staff. Ve feel that our Ration has been disgraced, < 
the Office of the Presidency has been dishonored, -and that our flag 
has been desecrated." Whereupon Congressman Fisher replied "these are 
my sentiments." Permission was then granted by Congressman Plsher to 
be quoted to that effect.

Foilowing the recent wave of disastrous riots across the nation, 
notably Newark, New Jersey and Detrlot, Michigan, President Johnson 
announced to the public the appointment of a special Advisory Comm¬ 
ission on Civil Disorders which will "investigate the origins of the 
recent disorders in our cities" and "will make recommendations—to 
me, to the Congress, to the state governors, and to the mayors—for 
measures to prevent or contain such disasters in:the future." Demo¬ 
crat Governor Otto Kerner of Illinois will serve as chairman. The 
President then proceeded to blame the rioting on "ignorance, discrim¬ 
ination, sluv.s, disease, not enough jobs." 

An indication of the role this committee is to play was not 
long in appearing. An Associated Press dispatch datelined Washing¬ 
ton appeared in the *;o1r Orleans TIMES-PICAYUNE of August 2. The 
headline read! "Ho Conspiracy Seen By Hoover." Of course this 
theme was echoed across the United States in paper after paper and oi 
'radio and TV. The first paragraph of the AP dispatch stated! 

"Chairman Otto Kerner said Tuesday the presidential 
advisory commission on civil disorders got word from FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover that 'there is no intelligence 
on which to base a conclusion of conspiracy* behind the 
wave of recent city riots." 

But later on in the AP dispatch appears this paragraph: 

"FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover was next, to report on 
what facilities, Information and help his agency would 
provide. Ginsburg, (executive director of the committee; , 
said that at the moment, Hoover had supplied no findings, 
or reports on the recent wave of riots . 

Now, if J. Edgar Hoover "supplied no findings or-reports"— how couli

"TJhat else are the mass arrests of literally thous¬ 
ands that have taken place in less than two,weeks? 

"What j.s it, if not fascist terror, when old women 
and children become the ’legitimate 1 targets of nation- * 
al guardsmen and regular Army troops? 

"What else, but fascist, are the special laws rush¬ 
ed through Congress aimed admittedly and explicitly at 
Stokely Carmichael and other heroes of the Black liber¬ 
ation movement?" 

The letter made a special appeal for all Illinois 
residents to demand in their communities, churches, 
shops and clubs that the Immediate emergency program 
of aid to the ghetto be undertaken by the.federal 
government.

The 
three main personalities that have contributed to this 
have been the Honorable Elijah Muhammad, Leader of the 
llatlon of Islam; Robert F. Williams, leader In exile of 
the Revoluti *nary Action Movement (RAM), and. the late 
Malcolm X. ;.->bert F. Williams in February of 1964 advan¬ 
ced the theory of 'urban guerilla warfare,' Since that 
time mass eruptions have occurred in over 100 U.S. cities 
where Afro-Americans have fought gallantly against super¬ 
ior military forces. The most noticeable rebellion haB 
teen in the Watts, Los Angeles, California rebellion of 
1965.

In this time of moral and civil turmoil, it is the responsibility of all Amer¬ 
icans to support those institutions which have sustained our free country. 

As concerned Americans who have joined together In a committee known 
as TACT, Truth About Civil Turmoil, we believe: 

That the freedom to pursue self-determined values within the framework 
of a written constitution is a fundamental right of all citizens; 

That all Americans are fully entitled to the protection of the law and the 
good will of his neighbors; 

That the total populace must be free to participate in God-given rights 
w ithout fear of physical or mental anguish; 

That Integration or segregation of the races is not to be determined by the 
Federal Government and, therefore, government should not use force, be 
it direct or indirect, to bring about either integration or segregation;

"The United States put into effect today one of Prerideot 
Johnson's proposals for stimulating East-West trade by removing restrictions 
on the export of more than four hundred commodities to the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe < . . 

"Poland and Rumania have been given special treatment, and 
in general, the result of today's measure will be to extend such treatment 
to the Soviet Union, Hungary, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Albania, and Mon¬ 
golia. 

"Among the categories from which items have been selected 
for export relaxation are vegetables, cereals, fodder, hides, crude and manu¬ 
factured rubber, pulp and waste paper, textiles and textile fibers, crude fer¬ 
tilizers, metal ores and scrap, petroleum (our emphasis), gas and derivatives, 
chemical compounds and products, dyes, medicines, fireworks, detergents, 
plastic materials, metal products and machinery, and scientific and profes¬ 
sional instruments/ 1 

And two weeks later, on October 27, 19(6, the Times informed 
us that "The Soviet Union and its allies agreed at the conference of their 
leaders in Moscow last week to grant North Vietnam assistance in material „ 
and money amounting to about one billion dollars. - . . Poland's contribu¬ 
tion will be thirty million dollars, it was said, .. /* The Soviets had correctly 
interpreted all of this contemplated additional trsde with the United States as 
limply a subterfuge for aid to themselves—through loans by the Export- 
Import Bank, the repeated scaling down or cancellation of previous loans of 
all kinds, and a general subsidization in the usual wide variety of forma* 
And they were quick to show their appreciation by promiaing to pass on to 
our enemies in North Vietnam this additional help which our aid to them- 
•elves would make possible. 

Again this is but a sample. We believe chat with adequate apace 
it could be demonstrated that many of these Communist regimes would not 
even be able to maintain themselves in power, and much leva to do their part 
in sustaining worldwide Communist aggression, but for the constant trans¬ 
fusion into their systems of economic aid from the United States* (See con¬ 
tinuous information on tbit subject in various issues of The Review Of The 
News throughout 1966.) Yet hundreds of our boys are now being killed in 
Vietnam every week, supposedly to prevent the aggression and advance of 
this Communist octopus.

Would you please examine the enclosure and tell 
me If these statements are true? You have always been so kind 
in the past when I would ask you for the truth. 

The Communist tactics you described and sent me 
literature in 1960 concerning their infiltration tactics, incitement 
to riots, etc. seem chillingly true now and we ordinary people 
need to know how to counteract these ttactlcs. 


I am especially concerned about this West Virginia 
Service Corps. Our Governor Arch Moore, Jr. did state that 
after consideration, he had toweto their grant because he could 
not approve some of their leadership and the Corps would not 
accept his offer to have it responsible to his Federal-State 
coordinator. 


West Virginia Methodists were shocked when our 
State Methodist Council and Bishop gave money to sustain this 
Corp. (I will admit the young college students appeared wholesome, 
intelligent and idealistic.) In our church reports, I can find 
nothing definite about what these young people did during the summer, 
but "Evaluation reports" say they will "return to their college 
campuses this fall to proselytize the cause of social action among 
their peers!. " The quote is from Homer H. Davis, Minister of 
Reconciliation of the W. Va.

As the Director of a Federal Investigative agency, it would 
not be proper for me to comment In the manner you desire concerning the 
West Virginia Service Corps and the Office of Economic Opportunity. This 
Bureau neither makes evaluations nor draws conclusions as to the character 
or Integrity of any organisation, publication or Individual. 

In reply to your inquiry. Miss Lola Belle Holmes furnished 
information on subversive activities to the FBI on a confidential basis from ^ y 
1956 to 1963. Although she was not an employee of this Bureau, she was 
compensated for her services. The FBI Is not responsible for her state¬ 
ments and in keeping with my long-standing policy I cannot comment further 
concerning her. f 

In January, 1966, news media reported that the John Birch / 
Society had formed a group called TACT (Truth About Civil Turmoil). This 
Bureau has not Investigated the John Birch Society and I am unable to furnish 
the data you requested. .

STATE OF THE UNION . . . 

In his State of the Union address. LBJ told us that a Federal Police Force 
would be most repugnant to most Americans. How very true . Then however, he allows 
that the Feds should get involved in the upgrading of training for local law enforce¬ 
ment personnel, the upgrading of their facilities, etc. 

In view of the court ruling. "That which the government subsidizes, it should 
control", we take a dim view of such federal involvement. As we recall, our local 
law enforcement agencies already have top-grade schooling available to them, end mod¬ 
em equipment can be purchased directly from the manufacturer. So who needs the 
costly federal "jobber"? 

In voicing his concern about the national crime problem, the President somehow 
failed to mention a major contributor to the increase in crime, namely the criminal- 
protecting Supreme Court.

This she agreed to do. She remained a 'member' of the Communist Party 
in Cleveland, Ohio# until May of 1960# at which time she left the part 
to take up residence in California. 


"Mrs. Brown's testimony was productive of much new and useful informat 
concerning Communist tactics in fund raising; racial discrimination wi 
in the Communist Party; the implementation of 'united front' tactics 
which was prescribed as the 'chief task* of the party at the December 
1959 National Communist Party Convention in New York City.

What’s Wrong With Civil Rights? 


The answer », nothing! But there u 
a great deal wrong with what is being 
done today in the name of civil right*. 

Let'a begin this brief survey with two 
basic premises, (1) There are injustices to 
our Negro citiicni it ill prevalent in some 
places. And they should be eliminated, 
(2) A huge majority of the American 
people, of both races, who now give their 
moral support to the civil rights move¬ 
ment, ire good people, with idealistic mo¬ 
tives, And their excel lent intentions must 
be realized. 

But let’s put both of these observations 
in proper perspective. And in doing so 
let’s bring some hard truths and plain 
common sense to bear on a very tricky 
subject. For it is stupid to sink a great 
ship because it has a few dirty splotches 
that need cleaning. And unless there is a 
better and more rapid understanding of 
what is really taking place, the Commu¬ 
nists are going to link our whole ship of 
state under the excuse that they are trying 
to wash away the din. 

L The Exaggerated Problem 

The Communists themselves have re¬ 
peatedly emphasized that the American 
Negroes should supply the leadership for 
Negro participation everywhere in the 
worldwide revolution, beam* the Ne¬ 
groes in the United Stetes ere io much 
If iter off then those ettywbrre else in the 
world. But the whole truth goes much 
further. 

A. The average American Negro has 
a tremendously higher meterisl stenderd 
of living than Negroes anywhere else; 
and far Higher, in fact, than at least four- 
fifths of the earth’s population of all races 
combined. A* Herbert Hoover printed 
out a decade ago, the fifteen million Ne¬ 
groes then in the United States owned 
more automobiles than all of the I JO mil¬ 
lion Negroes in Africa and the HO mil¬ 
lion white people in Russia put together. 

B. The average American Negro not 
only has a far higher stenderd of Uterecy, 
and better educational opportunities, than 
Negroes anywhere else; but a higher level 
of literacy, in fact, than the average for 
all races oo at least four-fifths of the 
earth. It has been pointed out, for in¬ 
stance, by many authorities, that a far 
larger percentage of all American Ne¬ 
groes receive college educations than the 
percentage of all Englishmen who do so. 

C The average American Negro has 
complete freedom of religion, freedom of 
movement, and freedom to run bis own 
life as be pleases. Hts security of person, 
and assurance of honorable treatment by 
his fellow citizens in all of the utilitarian 
MrtifOMhipa of living, have been exactly 


on a par with those of his white neigh¬ 
bors. The environment for life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, enjoyed by 
the average American Negro, has been far 
superior to that of any race or any people, 
among at least ninety percent of the 
earth’s population. 

D. So what is ill of the complaining 
about? Basically, the answer ti very sim¬ 
ple. It is through the opportunities origi¬ 
nally provided by the economic enterprise 
of the American whites, through emula¬ 
tion by the American Negro of his white 
neighbor's ways, and through gradual 
adoption and absorption of the various 
spiritual, material, and political elements 
of the white American’s culture, that the 
American Negro has been able in a brief 
hundred years to raise himself to this level 
so far above the vast body of mankind. 
With the inevitable result, under the cir¬ 
cumstances, that he has not yet achieved 
a par with the very leadership he was 
emulating; and that there still remain dif¬ 
ferences, as a general rule, in the eco¬ 
nomic, literate, and social levels of the 
two races. 

These differences, and the natural or 
human-natural results of these differences 
—although they had been steadily and 
peacefully diminishing eve ryw here—st ill 
vary tremendously in different parts of 
our country. And the agitators behind the 
civil rights movement demand that a 
complete and absolute disregard of those 
differences, and a pretense that they do 
not exist, must be forced by federal law 
upon the total population everywhere, 
and with respect to every activity of hu¬ 
man life. These agitators themselves 
know, of course, that any such accom¬ 
plishment by lew end force is impossible. 
And it is the last thing in the world that 
they would really want today. In fact, as 
was emphasized by that truly great Ne¬ 
gro American, Manning Johnson, out of 
his personal knowledge, the Communists 
Have for decades done everything they 
could to prevent Negro progress, and thus 
maintain these differences is grist for 
their mill What the agitators want is the 
turmoil they can bring about by the in¬ 
creasing stridency of their demands. At 
J. Edgar Hoover has wlaely pointed out, 
the Communists have no slightest interest 
in really improving the lot of the Amer¬ 
ican Negroes, but only in using the Ne¬ 
groes and the racial problem to promote 
Communist purposes. 

H The Drastic Remedy 

For the civil rights movement in the 
United Slates, with all of tu growing 
agitation and riots and bitterness, and in¬ 
sidious steps towards the appearance of a 


civil war, has not been infstteeted by the 
Communists, as you now frequently hear. 
It has been deliberately and almost wholly 
cree/ed by the Communists, patiently 
building up to this present stage for more 
than forty years. The record to rapport 
this statement it absolutely clear to any¬ 
body who will take the trouble to ftudy, 
honestly and objectively! the history of 
Communitt activities with regard to what 
they early named le The American Negro 
Prtfclem.” In this long endeavor the Com¬ 
munists have faithfully followed two of 
their major and time-tested formulas. 

A. First is the formula known as 
anti-colonialism. This begins with the 
basic pretense that Communism is an up¬ 
rising of the downtrodden masses against 
powerful bosses who exploit them. This 
premise, in turn, is one hundred percent 
falsehood. Communism is entirely an ef¬ 
fort of a self-perpetuating clique of in¬ 
ternational gangsters, usually out of the 
very top economic, educational, and po¬ 
litical circles of each country, to impose 
their tyranny rigidly and completely oo 
the whole world. 

Derived from this fundamental "big 
lie” is the theme of anti-colonialism. Its 
specific core of falsehood has been that 
the colonial peoples of Asia and Africa 
wanted and deserved their "independence" 
from the nations of Europe which were 
oppressing and exploiting them. Actually, 
by 1920, the French in Indochina or Al¬ 
geria, the Dutch in Indonesia, the Bel¬ 
gians in the Congo, and other "imperial¬ 
istic” powers, were giving their colonial 
subjects a very enlightened and benevolent 
rule indeed. They were gradually raising 
the standard of living, the level of edu¬ 
cation, the exercise of individual freedom 
and responsibility, and the participation 
of the natives in their own local govern¬ 
ments, as rapidly as these advances of 
civilization could be absorbed. 

This process was not primarily the re¬ 
sult of altruism. It developed automatic¬ 
ally from a realistic self interest, and 
from the commercial progress in colonial 
areas which was bring promoted by 
pioneers from the mother countries. But 
as a consequence of the total forces at 
work, the natives were coming more and 
more to regard themselves as loyal mem¬ 
bers of those great empires of which 
Paris or Brussels or The Hague might be 
the capital. There was no more sponta¬ 
neous demand or natural desire for "in¬ 
dependence” among any of those colonial 
peoples in 1920 than there was among 
American Negroes in !9f f- 

So the Communists had to create in 
each colony the appearance of such a de¬ 
mand, and the semblance of^/iri W ir 




on behalf of "in&pendenceThey HL«J 
done 10 , in one colonial area after another, 
through terrorizing enough names, by 
atrocities and massacres, into supporting 
or appearing to support Communist guer¬ 
rilla leaden in their clamor for "inde¬ 
pendence." Eventually* in this way, the 
vynthetic and prolonged "civil war" could 
furnish the excuse for Communists in the 
top circles of various govern men ti and 
in the United Nations to "negotiate” the 
colony into independence—always as a 
transition stage towards its becoming a 
colony of the Soviets. And probably more 
hundreds of thousands of innocent human 
being* have been brutally tortured and 
murdered* as a means of creating this ap¬ 
pearance of a native "civil war for in¬ 
dependence,*" than for any other purpose 
an human history. 

The final itcp in this development, 
which really brings it home to ourselves, 
as the concept—apparently originated by 
Sealift—that the Negroes in the south¬ 
eastern United States could be treated as 
an "oppressed colony," with the same agi¬ 
tation among them on behalf of their 
"independence” and "self-determination/ 1 
This line was officially laid down in 1928, 
in a Communist pamphlet called Amrr- 
Umn Negro Problems —which was writ* 
ten, and distributed as instructions to the 
American Communists* by Stalin's agent, 
Joseph Poginy, who had earlier been one 
of the top men in the incredibly cruel but 
shortlived Communist regime in Hungary 
under Bela Kun. And there is almost 
nothing being done in the whole civil 
rights movement in America today which 
is not exactly in accord with the "agita¬ 
tion and propaganda" program set forth 
in that booklet. 

Ik But a second formula has always 
been predominant. For in the opening 
paragraph of the very pamphlet discussed 
above, establishing the 11 'anti-colonLalitm" 
theme for agitation among the Negroes in 
America, there was this italicized sen¬ 


tence: "Tir struggle against white t>ppm~ 
iron of the Nrgrn masses h a part of the 
proletarian rttwin*ion tn A merits against 
capitalism.** So the more general formula 
at work, behind what the Communists 
call their Negro Revolutionary Move¬ 
ment, is simply the process of adapting 
every possible bit of agitation and prop¬ 
aganda, even for the most specialized 
aims, to the service of their general pur¬ 
pose of gradual subversion of the Ameri¬ 
can system. 

The Communists toft-pedal the theme 
of Formula A whenever and to whatever 
extent it might damage the working of 
Formula B. For every promise to the 
Negroes* every use made of the raelal 
problem, every iota of bleeding-heart 
sympathy created over supposed or even 
real injustice to the Negroes — these 
things are all subservient in Communist 
plans to thrir one great goal of fastening 
the police-state tyranny of a central 
government over the American people. 

III. An Appeal To Understanding 

The Communists uy that the exact 
boundaries of the Negro Soviet Republic 
are undetermined; but that — as an¬ 
nounced nearly forty years ago — "it 
would be certain to include such cities as 
Richmond and Norfolk, Va.; Columbia 
and Charleston, S.C.; Atlanta, Augusta, 
Savannah, and Macon, Georgia; Mont¬ 
gomery, Alabama; New Orleans and 
Shreveport, La.; Little Rock* Arkansas; 
and Memphis, Tennessee.” They nuke 
clear that this "promise of liberation" to 
the Negroes is simply one of the means of 
Sovietizing all of what is now the United 
States. A careful study quickly reveals 
that every part of the civil rights program 
has been designed, and is being carried 
forward, as a step in the Communist 
strategy for these purposes. And the cur¬ 
rent leaden of the nationwide civil rights 
campaign have such extensive records of 
affiliating with Communist!, of hiring 


^Irnmuniiti, of being guided, trained, and 
supported by Communists* and of them- 
•elves supporting Communist agents and 
causes, as to make their real purposes as 
obvioui a* sunrise to anybody who will 
simply use honestly the intelligence that 
God gave him. 

The same intelligence will also grasp 
that the American Negroes as a whole 
did not plan this, have not wanted any 
part of it* and are no bigger dupes in 
yielding to the propaganda and coercion 
of the comsymps among them, than are 
the white people of the United States in 
swallowing the portions of that propagan¬ 
da which ara labeled idealism. The Com¬ 
munists could never take over owe nation 
•fur another with only about three per¬ 
cent of the population belonging to the 
conspiracy — •* they repeatedly do, and 
by using the tame formulas over and over 
— unless they could deceive huge teg- 
mem i of the other ninety-seven percent 
into doing most of their many different 
jobs for them. 

"Civil Rights" it a perfect example of 
Communist strategy and Communist 
uctici at work — so far successfully — 
in making an anti-Communist people Help 
to fasten the tiny but almost infinite 
chains of a central Communist tyranny 
around thrir bodies and their lives. And 
we think it is time for our fellow citizens, 
white and black* throughout the whole 
United States, to wake up to the real 
meaning of what is happening all around 
us. 

For it is not too late, with sufficient 
undemanding, to restore order* and good 
will, and' the governmental principles of 
our once great republic* and the gradual 
progress we had been making — before 
the Communists began thrir insidious 
destruction — towards a still better 
framework for human life, on the part of 
individuals of all races, colon, and creeds* 
than man has ever achieved before.

"the American people are In¬ 
volved' fa) the struggle with 
communism whether they like 
it or not" 

Mrs. Brown worked as an 
F. B. I. agent for ten years and 
reported the activities of the 
Communist Party in the Civil 
Rights Movement. As a party 
member during this time, she 
taught workers to hate their 
employers, helped plan the Civ¬ 
il Rights program for the South 
fa) 1M7, supported a Communist 
for President of the U. 8. on 
the Progressive Party ticket 
and picketed the White House 
to protest the trial of the Rosen¬ 
berg* who sold American' atom¬ 
ic secrets to the Soviet Union. 

UTiSsyrlMO Mrs. Brown left 
lbs service of the F. B. L and 


the information she obtained 
was presented before the House 
Unamerican Activities Commit¬ 
tee fa) June, 1962. At this time 
she identified 120 Communists, 
many of whom were prominent 
lawyers, teachers and ministers 
in the Cleveland area. She cit¬ 
ed the Civil Rights Congress, 
Student Nonviolent Coordinat¬ 
ing Committee, Southern Chris¬ 
tian Leadership Conference, 
CORE, the Ohio Progressive 
Party and the Ohio Committee 
for the Protection of the For¬ 
eign Bom as Communist front 
organizations. 

Mrs. Brown praised highly 
the work of J. Edgar Hoover, 
the F. B. 1 and the John Birch 
Society fa) their efforts to sub¬ 
due Communism. Other 
she suggested for combatting 
Communism are: By being in¬

One speech had 
95 footnotes; 23 of the foot¬ 
notes were from a Louisiana 
legislative committee report 
on “un-American activities” 
which has been denounced 
by every major civil rights 
leader as bigoted and un- 
factual. 

Other footnotes quoted 
UW Speaker himself as the 


authority, o r such right- 
wing papers as me Rich¬ 
mond News-Leader, as well 
as several communist publi¬ 
cations claiming that their 
ajm is to infiltrate the civil 
rights movement. 

When publications like 
Time and the New York 
Times were quoted, the ref¬ 
erences were often to such 
news statements as Mrs.

There was 
no plot or plan at all. I was 
just tired from shopping,*’

Patterson, deviated from the 
published speech continual¬ 
ly, The written speech went 
in one part, ’The Commu¬ 
nist party, then and now, 
uses the question of fighting 
for the advancement of the 
Negro people as a means 
of furthering its ultimate 
g oal—-the overthrow of the 
American republic and the 


establishment of tyea n- 
nical police state, identical 
in every respect to those 
which already have en¬ 
slaved more than one bil¬

Aa Patterson delivered it, 
In a thick North Carolina 
accent and preacher style, 
it went, "Them communists 
have taken over the civil 
lights movement lock, stock 
and barrel. They want to 
make America all commu¬ 
nist.** 

The next speaker, Mrs, 
Julia Brown, told how she 
had joined the communist 
party by mistake: T paid 
50 cents for a membership 
card and if wasn’t until the 
following morning, when I 
looked at that card closely, 
that I discovered I had 
joined the communist 
party.” 

Five of the six Negroes 
jn the audience were either 
gathering information for an 
ftgency report or there to 1 
scoff.

Carl Braden was born in Louisville, 
Ky. in 1914 in the Portland section of 
lhat city. His mother *vas a devout 
Catholic, his Father, an agnostic and 
a socialist. Once the elder Braden 
said, "Well, it seems to me that Jesus 
Christ was a socialist." That settled 
the matter for him, and Carl, too. 
Eugene Debs (founder, Socialist Par* 
ty, USA) became his idol, and in 1936, 
Carl began his work in the movement. 
In 1947 he met his second wife, Anne, 
who was born in Louisville and raised 
in Alabama. They were both em¬ 
ployed by Barry Bingham, owner of 
the Courier-Journal and Louisville 
Times.

May 10. Carl Braden buys a house 
in Shively (South Louisville) in an 
all-white neighborhood.

In April ’06 the Supreme Court will 
rule that the states’ sedition laws are 
null and void.

•Carl Braden is national sponsor of the 
Committee to Abolish the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

November 4, 1960. Clemency is called 
far Carl Braden* in a letter to friends 
of the SCEF asking for money. This 
will be known as the "Braden Free¬ 
dom Fund." 

•Braden had been convicted for contempt 
of Congress in and the Court had 

upheld the conviction. Carl Braden will 
•erve out a year’s sentence in the Fed¬ 
eral penitentiary (along with Frank Wil¬ 
kinson ).

•Lynn is one of Braden's attorneys * He 
w and Braden are members of ECLC.• whose 
letterhead bears the name "Mr*. Anne

rad Lynn and Robert F. Williams 
have constructed the Cuban "under¬ 
ground railroad" for Fidel Castro.

organizations which have paid them, 
supported them, furnished them with 
printed propaganda materials, con¬ 
trolled them and directed their work; 
some employees of the Appalachian 
Volunteers and other federally fi¬ 
nanced anti-poverty programs have 
collaborated and cooperated with 
known communist organizers . . . 
Communist organizers have attempted 
... so promote their beliefs among 
our school children by infiltrating our 
local schools . . . ; communist organiz¬ 
ers are (forming) armed groups to 
be known as Red Guards’ and 
through which the actual forceful 
overthrow of the local government 
would be accomplished ... we con¬ 
demn such efforts being directly or 
indirectly supported by Tax money." 
(Ref.: Pike Co. Grand Jury Report) 

CONCLUSIONS 

Since TACT compiled these sam¬ 
ples of their activities, the Bradens 
have expanded their operations into 
campus disorders and the organiza¬ 
tions of "peace" fronts and draft re¬ 
sisters’ fronts. As we have said the 
hour is late. Therefore, TACT calls 
for action. 


TACT calls for a public demanu 
r the establishment of a Joint Legis¬ 
lative Committee on Un-American 
Activities in Kentucky. 

FBI agent Lola Belle Holmes said 
in Louisville, “TACT is having a tre¬ 
mendous effect on the people 
throughout the country, because it's 
bringing the truth to the people—the 
connection of civil turmoil and the 
Communist Conspiracy. It is explain¬ 
ing that we can have civil rights 
without turmoil. The people are 
hungry for the information which 
TACT is bringing 4o the local com¬ 
munities." 

Meanwhile, the Communists and 
their fellow travelers are closing in on 
their long-sought goal. Only an en¬ 
lightened, aroused, and demanding 
public can defeat their aims. Through 
its educational program and public 
speakers bureau, TACT is fighting 
the enemy on the homefrom.

Reference is made to our Milwaukee letter to you 
dated April 26, 1982. 

Your request for information concerning Truth About 
Civil Turmoil (TACT) has been considered in light of the 
provisions of the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), Title 5, 
United States Code, Section 552.

William G. Frey, publicity 
chairman for the Tri-County 
TACT—Truth About Civil Tur¬ 
moil-Committee told The Paper 
he was “not at liberty” yet to 
divulge the names of Oshkosh 
residents who will be forming the 
new chapter. 

Frey said, however, that other 
committees will probably be 
formed in Fond du Lac and Wau¬ 
paca. 

The Tri-County TACT Com¬ 
mittee was formed Sunday night.

When fear and bitterness 
grow, progress grinds to a halt," 
said Ross. 


The committee plans to distri¬ 
bute literature, form study 
groups, sponsor educational 
meetings, and organize letter- 
writing campaigns.
